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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 1 -8: 
Claim 1, a reflective liquid crystal display comprises, in combination, an adhesive 

layer having a refractive index being lower than a refractive index of a light pipe; and 

there is no air layer being interposed between a plane light source device and a liquid 

crystal display panel. 

Claims 2-8 are dependent on claim 1. 

The applicant points out in Masuda et al. '999 (column 9 lines 3-6) that there is 
an air layer being present between the plane light source device (a front light 1 ) and the 
liquid crystal panel; and it would not been obvious to attach the plane light source and 
the liquid crystal panel together. 

The limitations discussed above are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior 
art of record. 

Yano et al. [US 6,507,378] (or EP 0 957 392) discloses a reflection LCD unit 
having a plane light source being attached together with a liquid crystal panel; but Yano 
et al. does not clearly disclose or suggest the refractive index of the adhesive layer 
being lower than the refractive index of the light guide plate.
